Thoroughbreds in Demand 


Was Personally Attended 

by Dr. A. W. Chase 


Farmer* Are Handicapped by the 
High Coet of Haulage 

The question t* often naked. “What 
do good roods ro^r 

If thin question acre put In another 
form, vis.. What do bed roods cost?'* 
the answer would bring home to the 
people of Canada what they are pay 
Ing as s sacrifice to poor transports 
tion facilities this. ,ln nddltiou to the 
discomfort and dissatisfaction of hav¬ 
ing to travel over them. 

One of the chief causes of young 
people leaving the farm Is the lack 
of good roads. Hough end muddy 
roads rllard social Ufa. especially 
when, associated with the unpleasant¬ 
ness of driving, Is the fact that the 
equipment becomes raud-beaMin-red 
quires con Man t washing To 
avoid these and other inconveolenrea, 
farmers ar.d their famlllee remain at 
home, more or less iu isolation, and. 
when the first opportunity arises, 
many of them leave the (arm There is 
but one remedy for this isolated con¬ 
dition—by meaus of good roads, farm¬ 
ers and their famlllee must be placed 
In touch with the social advantages of 
the larger communities Just as soon 
as this condition Is reached, the drain 
of population from the farm will de¬ 
crease 

Of the ecouomlc losses due to bad 
ronds separating the farmer from his 
market, that of coat of transportation 
Is most Important. A comparison of 
the load one horse can haul on good 
and bad routs, respectively shows 
that, on a muddy earth road, the 
amount varies from nothing to a maxi¬ 
mum of ft00 pounds; on n smooth, dry 
earth road, from l.ooo to 2.000 pounds; 
on a gravel road In bad condition, 
from l.OOo to 1,600 pounds; on s 
gravel road In goon condition about 
3.300 pounds; on a macadam road, 
from 2.000 to 6.<M>0 pounds; and on a 
brick or concrete road, from 6.000 to 
8,000 poun s. in 1900 . the bureau of 
statistics of agriculture, from about 
2,800 county reports, deduced an aver¬ 
age coat of 22 7 cents for hauling one 
ton over one mils of unimproved 
roads 

The farmer served by poor roads 
Is forced to market his crops, not 
when prices nr# highest, but whej 
the roads are passable. More¬ 
over. the high cost of haulage im 
possea a heavy additional handicap 
in competin' 

(iood roads not only enhance the 
value of land bordering on them by 
rendering markets more accessible, 
but also benefit the markets them¬ 
selves through extension of the rad¬ 
ius of supply.

With the aid, therefore, of expert 
food chemists and professors. Mr 
Cooper has prepared arrangements of 
courses which can be recommended by 
the faculty as perfect blending of foed 
and liquids These will be printed ns 
suggested menus on the regular cards 
and placed as suggestions for break¬ 
fast. lunch and supper at the disposal 
of the travellers on the Canadian 
Pacific this summer. In some ways 
the railway may loae revenue, for the 
blended meala do not encourage the 
rich and sometimes costly entremets 
which gourmets ask for. but the aver¬

The “frlghtfulnes:" of war was 
brought home to all, In the picture 
of pathetic groups of old women and 
little chlldieu viewing the destroyed 
homes Abject misery, utter helpless¬ 
ness was depicted in their very atti¬ 
tudes Home Idea of the bravery of 
the Belgians was gathered from the 
picture showing the defence of Liege. 
The lecturer declared that no one 
could remain neutral after witnessing 
the scenes of rapine, wreck and wan 
ton sacrifice that Jie had looked at. 
A very fine picture of Archbtsjiop 
Merrier, of Maine, was shown and the 
•lory of bis arresf told. Many photo 
graphs of the great sheds filled with 
flour for the starving Belgians sent 
over by the Americans were shown, as 
well as fleets of barges carrying gifts 
of wheat to the people of Antwerp 

Belgium may be stricken and crusn 
ed. but thank Cod. she la not dead, 
and may her noble King and Queen 
live to rule over a united people who 
will rejoice in the sacrifices they have 
made, was the earnest wish of Dr. 
Boyle He also paid a glowing trtbutj 
to the Canadian troops and their 
splendid work on the battlefield.

How a Line was Marked 


Milestones Brought From England 
Were Planted Along Famous 
Survey by Mason and 
• Dixon \ 

Aa a preparatory step in marking 
Mason and Dixon a line, says a writer 
for tbra Southern Woman’s Magazine, 
there had been shipped from England 
• sufficient number of stones to mark 
tbe end of each uilk of the way along 
the finally determined border between 
Maryland. Delnware. and Pennsyl¬ 
vania, from the beginning point to the 
northeast corner of Maryland. 

They were uniform lo size, weight 
and appearance, being four anti a half 
feet tall, one foot square and engrav¬ 
ed. each, with the letter “P" on one 
side and "M" on the other, this, with 
the exception that every fifth stone 
was taller than the others and had 
chiseled upon*one side of It the coat 
of arms of William Penn and upon the 
other the arms of Lord Baltimore. 

The milestones were of n peculiar 
grayish brow n composite of lime and 
sandstone which emitted a sulphurous 
odor w h‘*n brokafl flOUbtfSM In unin¬ 
tentional type of the brimstone quali¬ 
ties Inherent in the Inflammatory line, 
and It seems a trag'e fulfilment of this 
mystical forr-boding that the battle of 
Gettysburg should have been fought 
but s short distance from this very 
line of grim and sulphurous portents.

Wire Fencing and Trees 

Occasionally, in running wire 
fences. It ia neceeaary to attach the 
wires to trees. In doing thla. It la 
bad practice to use staples to ..at¬ 
tach the wire directly to the trees, 
thus ensuring that tbe wire will be¬ 
come overgrown and embedded In 
(he wood. Not only is the tree 
thereby ruined or Injured, but. fur¬ 
ther, It is impossible to remove tbe 
fencing without* cutting either the 
wire or tbe tree. 

A belter way. protecting both the 
tree and the fence. Is Am to nail to 
the tree a strip of wood about four 
Inches wide and one loch thick, of n 
length lo auU the height of the fence 
Tbe wire fence can then be stapled 
lo Ibis strip This will secure tbe 
ftnee and will not Interfere with th* 
tree growth. 


The Value of the Potato aa a Stock 
Food la Summed Up 

Potatoes are an Interior f* d fo: 
dairy cows, writes Prof A A. Horkiud 
of the Vermont experiment station, lo 
trials at the Vermout experiment su 
lion In 1896. to del ermine Iho relative 
value of ctfrn silage and potatoes. 
100 pounds, both dry matter and 
digestible dry matter. In silage proved 
superior to similnr amounts In pots 
toes. The latter wore eaten oxen 
more freely than waa the allege, yet 
pr.>duced neither more nor better 
milk At 15 cents a bushel they were 
more coally food for stock than waa 
silage Hie butter made from the 
ration containing larg» iintonnta of po¬ 
tatoes waa a poor quality, tended to 
be salvy and did not keep pell 

Potatoes are beet adapted to Hog 
feeding li order to secure the beat 
results, tbe potatoes should be cook¬ 
ed eo as to be mealy, sod be mixed 
with corumeal or other ground grains 
t* form a rasher heavy mush In this 
form they are relished by the swine 
Hwtm milk ninkea a valuable adjunrt 
to feed with this mixture of cooked po¬ 
tatoes and meal Potatoes slduo can 
not be used to advantage as food nor 
esq, they be eaten by the hogs in an> 
great quantity Kxperlmrnts al Wis¬ 
consin aud elsewhere ahow that 490 
pounds of cooked potatoes are worth 
approximately 100 pounds of cornmeal 
for H*tna feeding. 

Potatoes have not been used for 
stock feed In Ibis country lo a great 
enough extent eo that the experiment 
stations have mads a *ludy of tbair 
4iae, a rites J. |» Stone of th* (‘urnell 
experiment station, tu tbe mine pap¬ 
er We have very little dgta regarding 
the feeding of potatoes to llve»t«H-k 
In Germany, where the situation is 
considerably differeat, tbe question 
has been studied much wore The 
general conclusion arrived al la that 
they may be succeslfully used in feed¬ 
ing dairy rows, horses, aberp and piga 
In the case of horses and piga the 
German practice has be*n to steam 
the potatoes In America It Is probable 
that surplus^ potatoes can best be 
used for dairy rows. The total di¬ 
gestive uutrlents in a too of potatoes 
will be slightly mo c than one fifth'as 
much as wjuld be contained in s ton 
of rorntneal. The potatoes are even 
more highly carbonaceous than the 
cornmeal and naturally would be beat 
fed In conjunction with those feeds, 
that supply an abundance of protein 

There ia another factor, however. In- 
volx*«d. that ia uf considerable Import 
ance. Kaw potatoes are a sucoulert 
food, and used In connection with a ra 
tlon that Is deOclent in succulence 
(usually one that does not Include 
corn silage) they would have a value 
about that indicated by the total dl 
festive nutrients. Home succulent 
food is desirable in all rations, and a 
moderate amount of auch food, when 
added aa above, produces an effect 
above that which would be Indicated 
by the nutrients present. Tbe writer's 
personal experience is ihat as small 
an amount as half a peck a day fed elk 
daiT? cows (lacking other succulence> 
produces quite a marked effect in tbe 
milk (low, and two or three times thla : 
amount way be fed to advantage, lf< 
the potatoes are available But they 
should be introduced into the ration 
gradually To avoid danger from I 
choking It Is well to run the potatoes 1 
through a root cutter. It la Impossible 
to give a cash valuation to a foodstuff 
of this kind, gSMpt »• s result of 
careful experiment. It ts probable that 
under ordinary circumstances and tbe 
present condition of tbe grain mar 
ket. potatoes might be figured at from 
15 to 20 cents a bushel for fesdtng 
purposes, and if succulence were sadly 
needed they might rearh an effect 
equivalent to a valuation of 25 cents 
a bushel 

Experiments with Alfalfa 

The Best Rates of Seeding Under Cer¬ 
tain Conditions 

Only by systematic experimentation 
on the part of the individual growers 
living In various actions can be 
proved the (rue worth ot alfalfa aa a 
soli improver and a forage plant 

This was tbs opinion which F 
Graber. aecretaty of the Alfalfa Order 
of tbe Wisconsin Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment association, expressed at the or 
ganlsation meeting of the Kentucky 
Alfalfa Urowera* association He re¬ 
ported that In Wisconsin many of the 
growers have been carrying oti experl 
ments for several yeais to determine 
the bast rales of seeding and hav# 
found that from Afteen to twenty 
pounds to the acre are generally best 
under Badger Htate conditions. 

Southern and northern grown seed 
have also been tried out In competi¬ 
tion with each other. Tbe reason has 
bern that southern ant! southwestern 
seed, which usually Is somewhat 
cheaper, seems to do as wall under 
Wisconsin conditions aa that grown 
farther north. 

The Wisconsin Alfalfa association 
numbers 1,000 members and la stead¬ 
ily growing In popularity and in- 
Ausncs. Tbs policy of the organisation 
ia a conservative one. Us members 
not desiring to Encourage the growing 
of alfalfa In places where r'over grows 
more easily and luxuriantly.

This la a question to which the Do¬ 
minion government, and the provin¬ 
cial governments as well, should ad¬ 
dress themselves. Our imperial ser 
vice la not that of aiding In wartlms 
alone: It is In co-opearting for common 
imperial purposes We shall be 
strengthening tha empire and our¬ 
selves by making extensive provision 
to receive surplus British population. 
Thla course would be in direct contra¬ 
distinction to that we have been pur- 
•ulng for some time, but Itupctiwl 
necessities rosy countermand our do 
mettle policy. Tbe British government 
•isa. of course, considerable responsl 
billty Itself for helping British e\ sold 
lers to get planted Industrially after 
the war. If It takea them for war 
service, It ought to have some stake In 
replacing them. The registry suggest¬ 
ed by Karl Grey would be far from

THE VICTORS WILL LAV DOWN THE CONDITIONS 

Unlike Mipy of the Pest Great Strujjles, the Principle* that are 
Bcin* Contended for now do not Admit of a Compromise 
at it ia Victory or Annihilation « • 


In the past Afty years there has 
been really oily one; tight to a Anish" 
among the nations That Aghl was 
tbe war betweeu France and Prussia 
Only then was tha victor sole lo die- 
tala his own terms of peace It was 
a case of two bargainers meetlog, and 
after long discussion arriving at a 
compromise satisfactory to both or 
equally unsatisfactory The Inter had 
nothing to do In 1170 but to agree 
to what the victor doinaoded The 
present war will end lu the same way. 
The victor will ley down his condi¬ 
tion*. If they are not accepted th* 
armistice which precedes any formal 
discussion of terms will be brought lo 
an eud and the Aght will continue. It 
la safe to say that among the allies 
there is not more then on* man in 
a hundred »ho looks forward lo a 
compromise The principles that are 
being contended for do not admit of 
compromise For th« TTitmsns it Is 
destruction or world empire. For 
the Allies ll is absolute victory or 
annihilation. 

The last-great war. that In th* Bal¬ 
kans. and we include both the war 
of the alllsa against Turkey and the 
subsequent war of Serbia and Greece 
against dominant xnd arrogant Bul¬ 
garia. was not der ided by Ihe victor 
In both cases (he great powers Inter¬ 
vened. once to save Turkey ae a Kur 
opean state, and once again to see 
that Greece end Serbia did uot alto¬ 
gether wipe out Bulgaria. Britain 
bad more to dn with dictating torni 
of peace than the successful belliger¬ 
ents. Those wbo belle\c that . <»m 
promisee are wise will find themselves 
unable to cite the com pro ml see that 
ended the Balkan struggles aa evi¬ 
dence. Theae compromises merely 
sowed Die seeds for future wars, and 
this warning would be enough In it¬ 
self. apart from the other features of 
the struggle now raging, to convince 
statesmen of neutral nations that a 
Aght to a Anlsb Is the only possible, 
the only sensible, and the only hu¬ 
mane issue of the present war 

Though the Ituaao-Japanese war 
la claaslAed aa a Japanese triumph 
and though Russian victories in It 
are hard to call to mind, the war 
reallv ended iu a draw. Huaaia was 
brought lo a standstill. She was by 
no meaus beaten, and without at 
tempting to disparage the remarkable 
achievements of the Japanese army 
ami navy, it might be said that Rus¬ 
sia quit before she had really begun 
to fight. Russia was like a mastiff 
that bad been punished by a terrier 
and la ready to quit. But if the 
wounded rusattff had continued to the H 
limits of his sLrcugth. Die situation

Germany ie Now Fighting to Avoid a 
Disastrous Defeat 

Germany will Aglit to the bitter end 
against decisive defeat If for no other 
reason than that tbe whole financial 
system Is now dependent on relief 
from external sourcer. Her financial 
policy has all along been based on the 
belief that whatever tbe monetary 
difficulties snd the extent of commer 
ctal liabilities, a successful wa ’ would 
redress the balance and provide the 
additional capita necessary for fur¬ 
ther industrial and trade expansion. 
That hope. If It ever had any real 
baala, has already hern destroyed 
Germany Is no longer lighting for 
world domination, but to avoid disas¬ 
trous defeat, which lu her case means 
far more than submission to superior 
arras. GermsnF~lt» In **»• situation 
of a gambler who la fac.ng both lm 
mediate ruin and the forfeiture of all 
that the future held. 

The German people, enmeshed In 
the tolls ofa paternalistic government, 
do not understand the situation in* a 
which they have been brought.

At present the "Queen Elizabeth," 
stands as tbe moat powerful englno of 
war afloat She la. however, only 95 j 
feet In length, but carries eight 16 
luch guns She Is oil driven, as tbe 
near.ship will be. In the crafl now 
planned armament Is aacriflced for In¬ 
creased speed The increased length 
gives the great boiler and engine room 
rapacity needed to produce such 
speed

Doubtless with the idea of catch¬ 
ing the rote of the individual who 
pridea him-elf on his liberty of 
action, the liquor people are mak¬ 
ing a great plea on the grounds of 
personal liberty. In fact, one of 
their main contentions again->t the 
proposed Liquor Act it that it will 
not allow a man to do just as be 
likes and it therefor^ dangerous 

and to be voted out. . 

The argument is one of the 
most unthinking the liquor men 
have. There is no law, in this 
country or any other, that allows 
a man to do as he likes, nor it 
there -a body of legislators in this 
country or any other who legislate 
along the line* of allowing the in. 
dividual hit own unthinking free¬ 
dom of action. 

Take the instance of horse steal¬ 
ing. The law forbida any man 
from appropriating the property of 
bis neighbor, and should be offend 
by doing to, the law comes down 
upon him. Notwithstanding the 
law being in force, horse stealing 
is by no means an nnknown thing, 
and so it is with every other law 
that is made for the protection of 
society. Certain restrictions are 
put upon every community for the 
good of that community and any¬ 
one offending against them is li¬ 
able to the penalty of the law. 
Even in regard to the liquor laws 
of to-day there are penalties and 
restrictions hedging the traffic 
about and yet they are olten brok¬ 
en through. 

It it rediculons to talk about re¬ 
striction of personal liberty when 
that liberty is something contrary 
to the good government of society. 
To follow the argument out to tr 
logical conclusion it denies tlie 
right of any community setting up 
any code of laws or governing 
regulations whereby the majority 
are to guard against the freewill- 
actions of a few.

Two yearn of rigid economy, volun¬ 
tary and enforced, have bad a marked 
effect upon the financial situation In 
the Dominion. Busmens men In n pos 
it Ion to know state that the period oi 
liquidation following upon the collapse 
of the real eatate boom la almost at aa 
end. and that baalo conditions arj 
more promising than they have been 
since the spring of 1113.

In the cities great build 
Inga were being erected far in advance 
of the need for office accommodation, 
and the profits of the manufacturers 
were In many oases devotra to the en¬ 
largement of their factories and the 
improvement of their machinery A 
nation of eight million people waa na 
■ambling and preparing n productive 
pleat beyond ita consuming capacity 

The IneviUble result of this over¬ 
building in many--directions waa the 
withholding of further capital by for¬ 
eign investor* The money so freely 
provided for railway extensions, muni 
oipal public works, and the construc¬ 
tion of business buildings and resid¬ 
ences wan no longer available, and at 
once tens of thousands of men em 
ployed upon public works and In the 
building trade* were deprived of em¬ 
ployment. and added to the large num 
her who had lost their means of liveli¬ 
hood through the collapse of the land 
bqom The building trades and allied 
Industries nil over Canada are greatly 
depressed, and this condition In likely 
to continue for some time. In Toronto, 
for example, where building waa rets 
lively active even last year, the vol 
ume of construction this season la not 
quite n quarter of whst It waa in 
1914. Western cities are In many cases 
seriously overbuilt, especially In the 
matter of office bulldtnga and stores. 
Relief may coma from a revival of 
bnllding In the rural districts, espec 
(ally In Ontario and the other eastern 
provinces. The movement of popula¬ 
tion ba<k lo the land la marked, and 
people who have had experience of 
city conveniences are likely to make 
an effort on their return to cotuftry 
life Xo secure running water, modern 
plumbing, aud other things that In¬ 
volve much reconstruction. It would 
not b** surprising were thousands of 
the men of the building trades to find 
occupation f or n time in the vlllsg-s 
and small town! and In the improve¬ 
ment Of the fern houses of Eastern 
Canada. • -- 

Workers who have suffered greatly 
from the collapse of railway building 
and public works are, for the mo <t 
part, unskilled, and are gravitating to¬ 
ward agriculture and the primary In¬ 
dustries. such aa lumbering and ralc- 
Ing it la in this movement that the 
hope of a speedy renewal of prosper¬ 
ity lies. The country la provided with 
facilities of production -especially In 
the department of transportation — 
capable of handling a vastly greater 
output without any material Increase 
In overhead expenses If the produc¬ 
tion of grain for export can be In 
creased to 300.000.000 pr 400.000.000 
bushels. If the mine, of Canada ran be 
made to produce twice or thrice their 
pres?nt output. If the Northland can 
secure wider markets for the products 
of pulp and paper mills working st 
half their capaclt*. prosperity will 
speedily return to the Dominion. The 
debt load Is great, and only by increas 
ed production can it be carried with¬ 
out perloualy hampering and retarding 
the national progress. Greater and 
more economical production la not a 
matter for the farmer alone Every 
captain In the army of industry should 
be hard at work upon the problem. In 
the ateel trade the sudden and enor¬ 
mous demand for war material and 
ammunition lisa led to a general 
awakening and to Improvement of 
tools and processes, the Influence of 
which will be felt long after the war 
is- over A like awakening In ever;' 
department of Inouatrv would result in 
a vast Increase In the national out¬ 
put. and enable the Dominion to go 
forward confidently upon the task of 
developing a powerful and prosperous 
nationality on the northern half of 
the continent.—Toronto Globe.

Inspected was $16,416,843. Barley av¬ 
eraged 70% rents and had a total 
value or $7,896,140. The average 
price of flax waa fl 37% per buahel. 
and the value of the crop inspected 
amounted to $4,306,448. These four 
Items of Western Canada's crop there¬ 
fore represent a value of over $185.- 
ooo.ooo. Thl*. of course, la not the 
whole value of last year's crop, as It

Breachy Animals 


W. F. Stevens. Provincial Live¬ 
stock Commissioner, recently wrote 
tbe Attorney General’* department 
for an interpretation of the fol¬ 
lowing amendment to the danger¬ 
ous and Mischievous Animals Act: 

"Any sbeepor hog which breaks 
through or under any fence shall 
be deemed to be a notoriously 
breachy animal within the mean¬ 
ing of this Act." 

Tbe answer to the query was as 
follows: 

"I would advise in this con¬ 
nection that the mere passing un¬ 
der a fence which is far enough 
removed froth tbe ground to allow 
ap animal to pass under it is not 
sufficient to constitute an animal a 
notoriously breachy animal under 
the Act. There must be a break¬ 
ing under the fence and not mere¬ 
ly a passing under it. that is to 
say: the animal must force its way 
through or under the fence either 
by breaking or bending or remov¬ 
ing from its normal position some 
part of the fence or by digging it* 
way under the fence.”
